New York, April 12th.—The Graphic's 
Washington correspondent says: The Cali­ 
fornia delegation have decided to take a na­ 
tional view of the Chinese matter, and are 
going right to work to have another bill 
passed. The programme is to have it brought 
up first in the House Committee on Educa­ 
tion and Labor, hoping they will be able to 
agree upon a new bil). Then Page will try 
next Monday to secure its passage under a 
suspension of the rules, when Miller will at 
once call it up in the Senate. Miller is con­ 
fident that he can get it through without 
much debate, and if the House will suspend 
the rules aud pass it, he thinks he will have 
it once more before the President before the 
close of next week. 
The New Chinese BUI. 
W ashington, April 12th.—Following is 
the full text of the new Chinese bill framed 
by Miller, Jones and Page yesterday, and 
which, having been this morning agreed to 
by a majority of the House Committee on 
Education and Labor, will be offered by Page 
in the House of lvepresentatives next Mon­ 
day, with the committee’s recommendation 
for passage under a suspension of the rules : 
A bill to execute certain treaty stipulations relating 
to the Chinese : 
Wukrk.vs, In the opinion of the Government of 
the United States the coming of Chinese laborers to 
this country endangers the good order of certain 
localities within its territory, therefore 
Be it enacted, etc., That from and after the ex­ 
piration of sixty days next after the passage of this 
Act, and until the expiration of ten years next after 
the passage of this Act, the coming of Chinese la­ 
borers to the United States be hereby suspended, 
and during such suspeusion it shall not be lawful for 
any Chinese laborer to come, and having so come, 
after the expiration of the sixty days, to remain 
within the United States. 
Sec. 2. That any master of any vessel, of what­ 
ever nationality, whoshall knowingly on such vessel 
bring within the jurisdiction of the United States, 
and [K-miit to be landed, any Chinese laborer froip 
any foreign port or place, shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and on convietion thereof shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than $590 for each 
and every such Chinese laborer so brought, and 
may be also imprisoned for a term not exceeding 
one year. 
tec. 3. That the two foregoing sections shall not 
apply to Chinese laborers who we-e in the United 
States on die 17th day of November, 1880, or who 
shall have come into the same before the expiration 
of sixty days next after the passage of this Act, and 
who shall produce to such master, before going on 
board such vessel, and shall produce to the 
Collector of the port in the United States at which 
such ves3el shall arrive, the evidence hereinafter 
by this Act required of his being one of 
ttie laborers in this section mentioned ; nor shall 
the two foregoing sections apply to the ease of anv 
master whose vessel, being buund to a port not 
within the United States, shall come within the 
jurisdiction of the United States by reason of being 
in distress or in stress of weather, or touching at 
any port of the United States in its voyage; pro­ 
vided, that ail the Chinese laborers brought on such 
vessel shall depart with the vessel on leaving.

It came up so unexpectedly as to cause in­ 
tense astonishment, as a few minutes previ­ 
ous and for fully three hours the sun had been 
brightly shiuiDg. The fall of hail was pre­ 
ceded by an appalling roar, accompanied by 
dense masses of black clouds and a powerful 
wind. The hail ranged from the size of wal­ 
nuts to base balls, and many still larger were 
picked up, measuring over ten inches in cir­ 
cumference. The falling cf 3tones sounded 
like tho discharge of firearms. Teams ran 
away, and many psrsons were knocked down 
and dangerously hurt. The damage to build­ 
ings in Dallas will aggregate thousands of 
dollars. There is not one-tenth enough glasB 
in the city to repair the broken windows and 
doorR, and the north sids of nearly every 
building was injured. Similar reports come 
from surrounding towns. The course of the 
storm was northwest to southeast, and ex­ 
tended west to Weatherford and east to Tex­ 
arkana. Great damage was done to grain and 
fruit. The ground under peach and pear 
trees is literally covered with the young crop.

Disaster on Lake Huron Several Lives 
Lost.

CENTRAL AND SOUTH AMERICA. 
Advices have been received from Panama 
to March 23d. From the Star and Herald 
the following extracts have been taken : 
The steamer Retriever will soon leave 
Panama for Salinas Cruz, Mexico, to make 
the preliminary surveys of soundings for 
the proposed extensive system of cables 
which the Central ami Southern American 
Telegraph Company proposes to lay. 
Small-pox and typhus fever prevail in 
Panama aDd at Empire station. 
The capital of a company has been sub­ 
scribed whose purpose it is to establish a 
line of steamers on the upper Canea river. 
The freight business along the entire 
south coast is inactive, iu consequence of 
the total suspension of guano chartering in 
accordance with a condition in a late decree 
of the Chilean Government. 
8ome bandits have been driving a thriv­ 
ing trade among some small villages in the 
Cordilleras, which lie at some distance 
from the Chilean forceB, occupying the line 
between Lima and Junin. Sixteen foreign­ 
ers, well armed and mounted, and uni­ 
formed as Chilean soldiers and officers, 
and having at their head a Spaniard dressed 
as a Chilean Colonel, visited several vil­ 
lages, called the people together, and in­ 
formed them that they were collecting the 
war contributions, which must be paid at 
once, otherwise their houses would be sacked 
aud burned. The Indians paid up all they 
could get together, and the bandits suc­ 
ceeded in raising about §100,000 in paper. 
Several of the robbers have been arrested. 
The money will be returned to the people 
of whom taken. 
A fly-sheet is being circulated in Lima 
which declares it to be the wish of the 
Civil party that the Chileans should re­ 
main there rather than Bierola’s friends 
should again acquire an ascendancy. Re­ 
prisals are probably feared. 
The steamer Rio Tinta, which arrived 
at Valparaiso in the latter part of Feb­ 
ruary, brought a large amount of war ma­ 
terial for Chile, and a quantity of ma­ 
chinery, etc., for the floating dock at 
Talcahuano.

P aris, April 12;h —The Clarion has re­ 
ceived a telegram from Stuttgart, stating 
that King Charlea I., of Wurtemberg, has 
been converted to the Roman Catholic faith 
and was baptized Monday by the Pope. 
Disastrous Inauguration or the Bull- 
Flghllng Season. 
M adrid, April 12th.—The chief topic of 
conversation here is the disastrous inaugura­ 
tion of the season of bull fights.

MRS. SCOVILLE AND GUITEAU. 
The attempt made by Mrs. Scoville to 
open up the question of her brother’s 
sanity appears to have broken down at the 
cutset, the Court to which the application 
was made having held that it had no juris­ 
diction, since Guiteau could not be consid­ 
ered a resident of the county in which the 
application wa3 filed. But even if the 
Court Lad possessed jurisdiction we do not 
see how it could have undertaken to reopen 
this issue. 
The question of Guiteau’s 
sanity has been already determined by a 
jury in a criminal trial. The verdict which 
that jury rendered must, under the doc­ 
trine which has been established in our 
Courts, be regarded as affirming the pris­ 
oner’s sanity. The idea of taking a man 
under sentence of death for murder from 
the custody of the jailer, and trying the 
question of his mental condition in a civil 
suit, is no doubt a strange one, and may 
appear at first sight to raise a new issue. 
Bat there is really no ground for the pro­ 
ceedings which Mrs. Scoville has under­ 
taken, and no processby which the prisoner 
can be taken from the hands of the Gov­ 
ernment. If, however, the doctrine of our 
Courts had not been vitiated by false views 
upon the relations between crime and in­ 
sanity, it is clear that such a movement 
could not have created any apprehen­ 
sion in the public mind. For, putting aside 
for the Eake of argument all question of 
the practicability of Mrs. Scoville’s pro­ 
ceedings, it is apparent that no decision 
as to Guiteau’s sanity would affect hi9 
status if once it was recognized that proof 
of insanity did not free criminals from full 
legal responsibility. There has in fact 
never been a more mischievous doctrine 
admitted to the Courts than that which 
has obtained in this country of late years 
in this connection. The most experiencod 
ani ablest alienists haTe long since been 
convinced that insane criminals are per­ 
fectly capable of self-restraint, and that in 
nine cases out of ten they are fully aware 
of the consequences of their acts, and con­ 
scious of the fact that they are doing 
wrong when they commit crime. 
There is therefore no basis for the theory 
that proof of insanity involves immunity 
from punishment, nor is there any real hu­ 
manity in the doctrine. Of course it rests 
almost wholly on the belief that insanity 
deprives the patient of volition, and sub­ 
jects him to morbid influences over which 
he has no control. But experience proves 
that though this idea is constantly availed 
of to shield murderers, it is not acted upon 
by society. Take the case of Dr. Lamson 
as an illustration. Desperate efforts are 
now being made to show that he has been 
insane for years. Yet the people who now 
declare their belief in his madness never 
thought of restraining him, or of question­ 
ing his responsibility, until he had com­ 
mitted murder. Evidently they did not 
believe that an insane man was unfit to be 
trusted, even with heavy responsibilities. 
For during a part of the period referred to 
Dr. Lamson was in charge of a hospital full 
of sick and wounded mea, and a lunatic in 
such a position, with a homicidal tendency, 
might have killed half his patients. 
But the same people who admit that they 
were not afraid to intrust the lives of a 
large number of helpless men to one whom 
they regarded as insane, now come forward 
and argue that he ought to be held irre­ 
sponsible because he has murdered his 
brother-in-law. 
Such are the inconsistencies and anomalies 
which this irrational and unscientific theory 
forces upon those who hold it. From their 
personal experience they know that men 
may be more or less insane, and yet be so 
completely responsible as to be trusted 
with heavy charges. But when it becomes 
necessary to shield a murderer the doctrine 
of utter irresponsibility is urged in the 
most reckless way. The Guiteau case 
afforded a good opportunity for overthrow­ 
ing the fallacy which has done so much to 
hinder justice, but unfortunately the prose­ 
cution committed the mistake of admitting 
that proof of insanity would entitle the 
prisoner to an acquittal on the capital 
charge, and so they made the whole case 
turn upon that question. 
We have long 
been convinced of Guiteau’s insanity, but 
we hold that there are thousands of 
criminals equally mad, for whom the regu­ 
lar penalties of the law are the best possible 
treatment. 
It is impossible, in fact, for 
the law to attempt to draw nice distinc­ 
tions between criminals who are sane and 
those who are not. All that it should be 
necessary to prove is that the defendant is 
capable of distinguishing right from wrong, 
and that he knows the consequences of his 
acts. These points settled in the affirm­ 
ation, the law should take its course, and 
all such murderers should be cured of 
their madness by the gallows. 
It is in order to point out that if (luiteau 
had been treated as he should have been, 
since his sentence, Mrs. Scoville never 
could have made the pretense she has. 
She bases her application on the fact that 
he is making money and spending it lav­ 
ishly. But a murderer under sentence of 
death ought not to be permitted to sell his 
portraits and autographs, and hold daily 
receptions, and amuse himself by spend­ 
ing the money so obtained. It really seem3 
as if it were impossible to secure observ­ 
ance of the commonest decencies at any 
stage of this Guiteau case. The conduct 
of the authorities in allowing him the lib­ 
erty he now enjoys is only less scandalous 
than the conduct of the Judge who pre­ 
sided at bis trial. There is no excuse or 
palliation lor it whatever. The wretch 
ought to have been confined strictly from 
the moment he received the death 
sentence. 
He should have been cut 
off from all intercourse with the world 
from that instant. 
He should 
have 
been made to feel that he was regarded as 
a righteously condemned assassin. No in­ 
dulgence or privilege should have been 
granted him. Special caro should have 
been taken to guard against the fostering 
of that disgusting prurient curiosity which 
always leads fools of both sexes to haunt 
the cells of great criminals. Instead of 
this he has been encouraged to insult the 
sentiment of the country to the last, and a 
fresh scandal is now added to that of his 
trial and imprisonment in an attempt to 
obtain control of the funds which he has 
secured by distributing likenesses of his 
detestable self among the morbid-minded 
and shameless idiots who can alone be 
induced to seek such relics of the obscene 
creature. Nor do we feel at all certain 
that even this will be the last of the long 
list of national disgraces furnished by the 
Guiteau crime.

THE LAW MsY BE RELIED UPON. 
No community has carer been more pro­ 
foundly shocked and exasperated than this 
one was by the wanton murder of James 
Lansing. The knowledge that one of the 
most deservedly popular and most highly 
esteemed citizens had been butchered by 
a miserable scoundrel who was running 
am u.k like a frenzied Malay, tested the 
civilization of the public to the u'most 
The inclination to take summary ven­ 
geance upon the assassin was natural, 


stroDg, and almost universal. But though 
this disposition existed, the people of Sac­ 
ramento were, to their credit be it said, 
incapable of acting upon the inspiration of 
the moment. They had been educated to 
respect and abide by the law. They knew 
that in this county no failure of justice was 
to be feared. They could not but feel con­ 
fident that the murderer would receive the 
full penalty of his crime with as little de­ 
lay as possible. And therefore, though 
they assembled at one time in sufficient 
force to have overwhelmed the small body 
of police guarding the City Jail, they ab­ 
stained from any overt act of violence. 
It has been said that this was only be­ 
cause they lacked leaders. 
But there 
were 
hundreds 
of determined 
men 
present who could have led them, and who 
would have been willing to do so but for 
that habit of reliance upon law which, 
after all, constitutes the main distinction 
between civilized and semi-civilized com­ 
munities. 
Had 
the murderer 
been 
wrested from the custody of the police, 
and hanged, perhaps there would have 
been no regret for his end, but Sacra­ 
mento would have very soon realized that 
she had discredited her record as a peaceful 
and law-abiding city, aud that she had 
committed a terrible mistake. The con­ 
duct of the police and the militia at what 
seemed the critical juncture was all that 
could be desired. The occasion was such a 
strain upon the public mind as very sel­ 
dom occurs, but it is m atter for general 
congratulation that the sober second 
thought prevailed, and that we have not 
causelessly impeached our own institutions 
by allowing it to be believed abroad that 
we were obliged to seek justice through 
illegitimate methods. 


THE HON. W. B. C. BROWN. 


The sudden death yesterday of the hon­ 
ored citizen whose name heada this article 
will be heard of with equal surprise and 
sorrow all over the State. In this commu­ 
nity, where he had long lived, his eminent 
probity and genial kindliness of nature 
had made him very popular. He was in 
the prime of life, and had behind him a 
useful aud honorable career, while before 
him seemed to loom greater distinction 
than he had yet attained. He had served 
in Sacramento as County Clerk, aud in the 
State Administration as State Controller. 
In both these ofiices he won golden opin­ 
ions from all sorts of people. 
As State 
Controller he exhibited the most scrupu­ 
lous integrity, combined with a high order 
of ability. It is not too much to say that 
he wa3 the most prominent Democrat in 
California, and that the hopes of the party 
depended largely upon him. At the time 
of his death he was a candidate for the 
Governorship, and his past services and his 
high standing in the party made it almost 
certain that he would have secured the 
nomination had he lived. It is quite 
unavailing to do even meager justice to a 
good and talented man in the course of a 
brief article. In all such cases it is the 
works of the dead which must speak for 
them ; the friendships cemented by their 
virtues ; the esteem created by their rec­ 
titude of purpose and principle. W . B. G. 
Brown was a man of far more than ordi­ 
nary force of character and intellectual 
attainments. 
His Democracy was not a 
narrow and illiberal doctrine. Though an 
active politician, and a vigorous antagonist 
in a campaign, his temper was so mild and 
his instincts so gentlemanly, that none of 
his opponents were ever made to feel the 
smart of personal vituperation. He was, 
indeed, a thoroughly manly man, honorable 
and upright in all his dealings, faithful to 
all his engagements, a true friend and a 
formidable enemy, full of enthusiasm for 
his party, but empty of all mean hatreds 
for those who held opposite convictions. 
It is but a few days since he delivered a 
lecture in this city, on “ Immortality.” 
He sought to demonstrate, from the familiar 
facts of existence, the strong probability 
that the grave does not end all. 
Even 
then the shadow of the grave was im­ 
pending over his own head, but he could 
not know that in less than a week he 
would be called upon to solve the awful 
problem for himself. W e remember him 
as an honorable foe in politics ; as a warm­ 
hearted friend in private life. The com­ 
munity deplores his untimely taking off. 
and sympathizes most sincerely with his 
bereaved family. Throughout the State his 
death will be recognized by his party, and 
by. many who never voted the Democratic 
ticket, as a public and general loss, and as 
one which in many respects cannot be 
repaired. 
THE LATEST FASHIONS IN LYNCHING 


It seems that the administration of 
Lynch law is in these days of general pro­ 
gress being brought down to quite a fine 
point, and that when it is practiced most 
deliberately the effect is not much less 
impressive than that of a legal execution. 
For example, at Kokomo, in Indiana, on 
the 31 instant, a mob surrounded the jail 
where a man charged with an assault upon 
a child was confined, broke down the 
doors, took out the prisoner, and marched 
with him to a neighboring bridge. There 
the proceedings wort opened in the most 
orthodox way, for the dispatch states that 
“ the Kev. Mr. McClane was present and 
“ offered a prayer.” After the prayer had 
been offered the prisoner was invited to 
confess his guilt, whereupon he admitted 
that he had stolen a horse and a watch, but 
denied the graver charge. Then the mob 
mouurted him on a box, tied his hands and 
legs, and asked him if he had any remarks 
to make. 
He responded by singing 
with great composure, “ See that My Grave 
“ is Kept Green.” 
W hether the mob 
pledged iiself to obey this injunction docs 
not appear, but it would seem probable 
from the general thoughtfulness aud con­ 
sideration which it showed. The prisoner, 
having finished his hymn, and thus showed 
a somewhat classical taste in dying, like the 
fabled swan, in song, requested the crowd 
to hang him “ decent,” and this last wish 
was forthwith scrupulously carried out. 
The mob in this case appears to have been 
troubled with no sense of embarrassment, 
and to have gone about its work with a 
curious confidence in the legitimacy of its 
purpose. It m aybe judged from ihi3 that 
at Kokomo the practice of lynching lias 
been kept up by frequent experiments, and 
it also follows that the regular process of 
the law in that part of Indiana must have 
fallen into contempt and distrust.

C hinese Im m ig ratio n . 
S an F ran cisco , A pril 12th.—The agita­ 
tion of the Chinese question is having the 
effect of producing the heaviest Chinese im­ 
migration in California in six years. The ar­ 
rivals last month were 3,891. This is the 
largest number for any month since May, 
1870, when 3,932 arrived. It is very rare 
that so large a number comes to hand in a 
single month. There has not probably been 
half a dozen months in twenty-live years that 
the arrivals from China and Japan have ex­ 
ceeded 3 000. In June, 1S74, the number 
was 3,758. These are the only three in­ 
stances of an excess of 3,000 in a single 
month in eight years. The largest arrivals 
for any month of which we have record were 
June, 1873, when the total wa3 5,040. For 
the month immediately preceding the number 
was 3,909, aud the month preceding that one 
2,556, making a total for that quarter of 11,­ 
511. Th¡3 number has never been equaled. 
The total arrivals from China and Japan in 
1873 were 17,978. That was the largest num­ 
ber up to that time, aud, with two excep­ 
tions, the largest number ever landed here 
during a single year. Those two exceptions 
are 1875, when the total was 18,300, and 1881, 
when the total was 19,221.

MRS. 
SCOVILLE 
AND 
GUITEAU. 


The attem pt made by Mrs. Scoville to 
open up the question of her brother’s 
sanity appears to have broken down at the 
cutset, the Court to which the application 
wa3 made having held th at it had no juris­ 
diction, since Guiteau could not be consid­ 
ered a resident of the county in whieh the 
application was filed. 
But even if the 
Court had possessed jurisdiction we do not 
see how it con’d have undertaken to reopen 
this issue, 
The question of Guiteau’s 
sanity has been already determined by a 
jury in a criminal trial. The verdict which 
that jury rendered must, under the doc­ 
trine which has been established in our 
Courts, be regarded as affirming the pris­ 
oner’s sanity. 
The idea of taking a man 
under sentence of death for murder from 
the custody of the jailer, and trying the 
question of his mental condition in a civil 
suit, is no doubt a strange one, and may 
appear at first sight to raise a new issue. 
B at there is really no ground for the pro­ 
ceedings which Mrs. Scoville has under­ 
taken, and no processby which the prisoner 
can be taken from the hands of the Gov­ 
ernment. 
If, however, the doctrine of our 
Courts had not been vitiated by false views 
upon the relations between crime and in­ 
sanity, it is clear th at such a movement 
could not have 
created any apprehen­ 
sion in the public mind. For, putting aside 
for the sake of argument all question of 
the practicability of Mrs. Scoville’s pro­ 
ceedings, it is apparent that no decision 
as to Guiteau’s sanity would affect his 
status if once it was recognized that proof 
of insanity did not free criminals from full 
legal responsibility. 
There has in fact 
never been a more mischievous doctrine 
adm itted to the Courts than th at which 
has obtained in this country of late years 
in this connection. 
The most experienced 
and ablest alienists have long since been 
convinced that insane criminals are per­ 
fectly capable of self-rc-straint, and th at in 
nine cases out of ten they are fully aware 
of the consequences of their acts, and con­ 
scious of the fact th at they are doing 
wrong when they commit crime. 
There is therefore no basis for the theory 
that proof of insanity involves immunity 
from punishment, nor is there any real hu­ 
manity in the doctrine. 
Of course it rests 
almost wholly on the belief th at insanity 
deprives the patient of volition, and sub­ 
jects him to morbid influences over which 
he has no control. 
But experience proves 
that though this idea is constantly availed 
of to shield murderers, it is not acted upon 
by society. 
Take the case of Dr. Lamson 
as an illustration. 
Desperate efforts are 
now being made to show that he has been 
insane for years. 
Yet the people who now 
declare their belief in his madness never 
thought of restraining him, or of question­ 
ing his responsibility, until he had com­ 
m itted murder. 
Evidently they did not 
believe th at an insane man was unfit to be 
trusted, even with heavy responsibilities. 
For during a part of the period referred to 
Dr, Lamson was in charge of a hospital fuli 
of sick and wounded mea, and a lunatic in 
such a position, with a homicidal tendency, 
might 
have 
killed half 
his 
patients. 
But the same people who admit th at they 
were not afraid to intrust the lives of a 
large number of helpless men to one whom 
they regarded as insane, now come forward 
and argue that he ought to be held irre­ 
sponsible because he has murdered his 
brother-in-law. 
Such are the inconsistenciesandanoinalies 
which this irrational and unscientific theory 
forces upon those who hold it. From their 
personal experience they know that men 
may be more or less insane, and yet be so 
completely responsible as to be trusted 
with heavy charges. 
But when it becomes 
necessary to shield a murderer the doctrine 
of utter irresponsibility is urged in the 
most reckless way. 
The Guiteau case 
afforded a good opportunity for overthrow­ 
ing the fallacy which has done so much to 
hinder justice, but unfortunately the prose­ 
cution committed the mistake of adm itting 
that proof of insanity would entitle the 
prisoner to an acquittal on the capital 
charge, and so they made the whole case 
turn upon th at question. 
W e have long 
been convinced of Guiteau’s insanity, but 
we hold 
th at there are thousands of 
criminals equally mad, for whom the regu­ 
lar penalties of the law are the best possible 
treatm ent. 
It is impossible, in fact, for 
the law to attem pt to draw nice distinc­ 
tions between criminals who arc sane and 
those who are not. 
All that it should be 
necessary to prove is that the defendant is 
capable of distinguishing right from wrong, 
and that he knows the consequences of his 
acts. 
These points settled in the affirm­ 
ation, the law should take its course, and 
all such murderers should be cured of 
their madness by the gallows. 
I t is in order to point out that if < luiteau 
had been treated as he should have been, 
since his sentence, Mrs. Scoville never 
could have made the pretense she has. 
She liases her application on the fact that 
he is making money acd spending it lav­ 
ishly. 
But a murderer under sentence of 
death ought not to be perm itted to sell his 
portraits and autographs, and hold daily 
receptions, and amuse himself by spend­ 
ing the money so obtained. It really seems 
as if it were impossible to secure observ­ 
ance of the commonest decencies at any 
stage of this Guiteau case. 
The conduct 
of the authorities in allowing him the lib­ 
erty he now enjoys is only less scandalous 
than the conduct of the Judge who pre­ 
sided at his trial. 
Ther* is no excuse or 
palliation for it whatever. 
The wreto’n 
ought to have been confined strictly from 
the 
moment 
he 
received 
the 
death 
sentence. 
He 
should 
have 
been 
cut 
off from all intercourse with the world 
from th at instant. 
He should 
have 
been made to feel that he was regarded as 
a righteously condemned assassin. 
No in­ 
dulgence or privilege should have been 
granted him. 
Special care should have 
been taken to guard against the fostering 
of that disgusting prurient curiosity which 
always leads fools of both sexes to haunt 
the cells of great criminals. 
Instead of 
this he has been encouraged to insult the 
sentim ent of the country to the last, and a 
fresh scandal is now added to that ot his 
trial and imprisonment in an attem pt to 
obtain control of the funds which he haK 
secured by distributing likenesses of his 
detestable self among the morbid-minded 
and shameless idiots who can alone be 
induced to seek such relics of the obscene 
creature. 
Nor do we fee-1 at all certain 
that even this will be the last of the long 
list of national disgraces tarnished by the 
Guiteau crime. 


THE 
LAW BIsY BE 
RELIED UPON. 


No community has ever been more pro­ 
foundly shocked and exasperated than this 
one was by the wanton murder of James 
T.ansing. 
The knowledge that one of the 
most deservedly popular and most highly 
esteemed citizens had been butchered by 
a miserable scoundrel who was running 
amuck like a frenzied Malay, tested the 
civilization of the public to the u ’most 
The inclination to take summary ven­ 
geance upon the assassin was natural, 


strong, and almost universal. 
But though 
this disposition existed, the people of Sac­ 
ramento were, to their credit be it said, 
incapable of acting upon the inspiration of 
the moment. 
They had been educated to 
respect and abidé by the law. 
They knew 
that in this county no failure of justice was 
to be feared. 
They could not but feel con­ 
fident that the murderer would receive the 
full penalty of his crime with as little de­ 
lay as possible. 
And therefore, though 
they assembled at one time in sufficient 
force to have overwhelmed the small body 
of police guarding the City Jail, they ab­ 
stained from any overt act of violence. 
It has been said th at this was only be­ 
cause they lacked leaders. 
But there 
were 
hundreds 
of 
determined 
men 
present who could have led them, aud who 
would have been willing to do so but for 
th at habit of reliance upon law whieh, 
after all, constitutes the main distinction 
between civilized and semi-civilized com­ 
munities. 
H ad 
the 
murderer 
been 
wrested from the custody of the police, 
and hanged, perhaps there would have 
been no regret for his end, but Sacra­ 
mento would have very soon realized that 
she had discredited her record as a peaceful 
and law-abiding city, and th at she had 
committed a terrible mistake. 
The con­ 
duct of the police and the militia at what 
seemed the critical juncture was all that 
could be desired. 
The occasion was such a 
strain upon the public mind as very sel­ 
dom occurs, but it is m atter for general 
congratulation 
th at 
the 
sober 
second 
thought prevailed, and th at we have not 
causelessly impeached our own institutions 
by allowing it to be believed abroad that 
we were obliged to seek justice through 
illegitimate methods. 


THE 
HON. W. 
B. 
C. 
BROWN. 


The sudden death yesterday of the hon­ 
ored citizen whose name heads this article 
will be heard of with equal surprise and 
sorrow ali over the State. 
In this commu­ 
nity, where he had long lived, his eminent 
probity and genial kindliness of nature 
had made him very popular. 
He was in 
the prime of life, and had behind him a 
useful and honorable career, while before 
him seemed to loom greater distinction 
than he had yet attained. 
He had served 
in Sacramento as County Clerk, and in the 
State Administration as State Controller. 
In both these cilices he won golden opin­ 
ions from ali sorts of people. 
As State 
Controller he exhibited the most scrupu­ 
lous integrity, combined with a high order 
of ability. 
I t is not too much to say that 
he wa3 the most prominent Democrat in 
California, and that the hopes of the party 
depended largely upon him. 
At the time 
of his death he was a candidate for the 
Governorship, and his past services and his 
high standing in the party made it almost 
certain that he would have secured the 
nomination had he lived. 
I t is quite 
unavailing to do even meager justice to a 
good and talented man in the course of a 
brief article. 
In all such cases it is the 
works of the dead which must speak for 
them ; the friendships cemented by their 
virtues ; the esteem created by tlieir rec­ 
titude of purpose and principle. 
W . B. C. 
Brown was a man of far more than ordi­ 
nary force of character and intellectual 
attainments. 
His Democracy was not a 
narrow and illiberal doctrine. 
Though an 
active politician, and a vigorous antagonist 
in a campaign, his tem per was so mild and 
his instincts so gentlemanly, that none of 
his opponents were ever made to feel the 
sm art of personal vituperation. 
He was, 
indeed, a thoroughly manly mau, honorable 
and upright in all his dealings, faithful to 
all his engagements, a true friend and a 
formidable enemy, full of enthusiasm for 
his party, but empty of all mean hatreds 
for those who held opposite convictions. 
It is but a few days Bince he delivered a 
lecture in this city, on “ Im m ortality.” 
He sought to demonstrate, from the familiar 
facts of existence, the strong probability 
that the grave does not end all. 
Even 
then the shadow of the grave was im­ 
pending over his own head, but he could 
not know that in less than a wTcek he 
would be called upon to solve the awful 
problem for himself. 
W e remember him 
as an honorable foe in politics ; as a warm­ 
hearted friend in private life. 
The com­ 
munity deplores his untimely taking off. 
and sympathizes most sincerely with his 
bereaved family. Throughout tho State his 
death will be recognized by his party, and 
by. many who never voted the Democratic 
ticket, as a public and general loss, and as 
one which in many respects cannot be 
repaired. 


THE LATEST 
FASHIONS 
IN 
LYNCHING 


It seems th at the administration of 
Lynch law is in these days of general pro­ 
gress being brought down to quite a fine 
point, and that when it is practiced most 
deliberately the effect is not much less 
impressive than th at of a legal execution. 
For example, at Kokomo, in Indiana, on 
the 31 instant, a mob surrounded the jail 
where a man charged with an assault upon 
a child was confined, broke down the 
doors, took out the prisoner, and marched 
with him to a neighboring bridge. 
There 
the proceedings w ert opened in the most 
orthodox way, for the dispatch states that 
“ the Rev. Mr. McClane was present and 
“ offered a prayer.” 
A fter the prayer had 
been offered the prisoner was invited to 
confess his guilt, whereupon he admitted 
that he had stolen a horse and a watch, but 
denied the graver charge. 
Then the mob 
mounted him on a box, tied his hands and 
legs, and asked him if he had any remarks 
to 
make. 
He 
responded 
by 
singing 
w ith great compcsure, “ See th at My Grave 
“ is K ept Green.” 
W hether the mob 
pledged itself to obey this in junction does 
not appear, but it would seem probable 
from the general thoughtfulucss and con­ 
sideration which it showed. 
The prisoner, 
having finished his hymn, aud thus showed 
a somewhat classical taste in dying, like the 
fabled swan, in song, requested the crowd 
to hang him “ decent,” and this last wish 
was forthw ith scrupulously carried out. 
The mob in this case appears to have been 
troubled with no sense of embarrassment, 
and to have gone about ita work with a 
curious confidence in the legitimacy of its 
purpose. 
It may be judged from this that 
at Kokomo the practice of lynching has 
been kept up by frequent experiments, and 
it also follows th at the regular process of 
the law in th at part of Indiana must have 
fallen into contempt and distrust.

C hinese Im m ig ra tio n . 
San F rancisco, April 12th.—The agita­ 
tion of the Chinese question is having the 
effect of producing the heaviest Chinese im­ 
migration in California in six years. 
The ar­ 
rivals last month were 3,S91. This Í3 the 
largest number fur any month since May, 
1870, when 3,932 arrived. 
It is very rare 
that so large a number comes to hand in a 
single month. 
There has not probably been 
half a dozen months in twenty-iive years that 
the arrivals from China and Jap3n have ex­ 
ceeded 3 000. 
In June, 1874, the number 
was 3,758. These are the only three in­ 
stances of an excess of 3,000 in a single 
month in eight years. 
The largest arrivals 
for any month cf which we have record were 
June, 1873, when the total was 5,040. For 
the month immediately preceding the number 
was 3,909, aud the month preceding that one 
2,556, making a total for that quarter of 11,­ 
511. Th¡3 number has never been equaled. 
The total a-rivals from China and Japan in 
1873 were 17,978. 
That was the largest num­ 
ber up to that time, and, with two excep­ 
tions, the largest number ever landed here 
during a tingle year. 
Those two exceptions 
are 1875, when the total was 18,300, aud 1881, 
when the total was 19,221. 
T he Anil-Clilne.se Movement. 
S a n F ra n o isc o , April 12th.—A meeting rf 
the Anti-Chinese Committee of Twelve w; s 
held this evening. After considerable discus- 
sIod upon the proposition to interview the 
insurance companies, to induce them to re­ 
fuse risks in Chinatown, the committee ad­ 
journed until to-morrow evening, when the 
sub-eommittee appointed to wait upon the 
Judiciary Committee of the Board of Super­ 
visors, to urge immediate action, will te 
ready to report. 
The .Fadiciary Committee cf the Super­ 
visors will meet at 10 A. M. Saturday, to con­ 
sider the question of the removal of the 
Chinese from within the city limits, and an 
address by a committee of workingmen upon 
that subject. 
Supervisor Torrence, of the 
Sixth Ward, where the Chinese are princi­ 
pally located, expresses the view that the 
Chinese should be removed to the Govern­ 
ment reservation, or failing in this, he sug­ 
gests that the city set apart lands in the 
neighborhood of the City Cemetery, on which 
the he3tbens may erect their tents. 
This 
section, he thinks, should he guarded by 
police, to prevent the youth of the city from 
visiting it, and becoming contaminated by 
the baneful practices of the Chinese.

LOCAL JNTEUJGEMGE. 


SUDDEN 
DEATH 
OF W . B. 
C. 
BKOWN. 


H o d . W . B. C. Brown, one of the most 
prom inent citizens of Sacramento, died sud­ 
denly yesterday of apoplexy. 
H e was seized 
while sitting in his office, between 10 and 11 
A. M., w ith a dizziness and noise in the head. 
H e rose to go out into the air, and when in 
front of Justice Coggins’ office he staggered. 
C. T, Jones and George E. Bates came to his 
aid and conducted him to his rooms a t the 
Golden Eagla Hotel. 
Medical aid was sum­ 
moned, and all done for the sufferer th at was 
possible. 
Toward evening he grew somewhat 
better, but ju.-t before 6 P. M. he sack sud­ 
denly and expired. 
Daring the afternoon he 
was conscious, and 
kis mind was clear. 
Mr. Brown leaveB a wife and two children— 
a son and daughter—the former being now at 
the Staie University. 
The news of 
Mr. 
Brown's death was a sudden and severe 
shock, and it threw a pall of gloom over the 
entire city, where he was so well known and 
so highly -teemed. 
M r. Brown was born in 
Meade 
:ty, K entucky, February 7, 1831, 
and wa3 therefore 51 years, 2 months and 5 
days of 
ge. 
lia received his early education 
a t M t. U cri » Seminary, K entucky—was a 
go'll L atin s jholar at the age of 13. 
H e was 
a great reader, and a man of excellent in­ 
formation. 
H a left K entucky in compauy 
with his two tider brothers—John I). Brown 
(now M ayor of Sacramento) and Dr. J . T. 
Brown, of Ind pendence, M o.—in 1814, and, 
joining 
w ith his 
parents 
and brothers 
and eisters, 
settled in Lafayette county, 
Missouri, where he resided till 1850, in 
which year he crossed the plains, and 
arrived 
in 
Sacram ento 
in 
the 
month 
of Septemfcar, being then 1!) years and G 
months old. 
lie held the position of D eputy 
County Kecorder for Sacramento under his 
brother John Q. Brown, from 1855 to 1857. 
and under Jerom e M adden from 1857 to 1859. 
H e was elected County Clerk of Sacramento 
in 1SG7, and was re-elected in 1SG9. 
H e was 
a candidate 1 r S=creta;y of State in 1871, 
was appointed State Controller by Governor 
Irw in in 1S70 to fill the unexpired term of J. 
W . M andeville, and was a candidate for 
State Controller in 1879. 
H e was admitted 
to practice by the Supreme Court of Califor­ 
nia in 1879. M r. Brown was one of the recog­ 
nized leading orators of the State, and as a 
popular speaker—one with great magnetic 
powers—he had few superiors. 
His com­ 
mand of language was phenomenally great. 
H e was a genial man, of warm social quali­ 
ties, a citiz-n cf unblemished integrity, a man 
of strong domestic tastes, a devoted husband, 
and one f the most affectionate of parents. 
H e was widely known as a political leader, 
and was a rec i nized chief in the party of his 
choice. 
H is death is deeply deplored in this 
community, and many men among the legion 
of his friends, when told of it yesterday, 
were moved to tears, and could not disguise 
their de n emotion. 
The funeral of the de- 
ceaied v. ill t ike placo to-morrow afternoon 
from the Golden Eagle Hotel.

tim ony of the witnesses was simply a corrob­ 
oration of what has already been stated in 
these columns. 
Im m ediately after the examination Raten 
was removed to the County Jail under strong 
police guard, aud was placed in “ M orti­ 
m er’s ” cell. 
MORE ABOUT RATEN. 
Alexander Rotkenstein yesterday stated 
th at he knew the prisoner, that his name is 
not Raten, but Sim anoff 
, his last sam e 
he having forgotten. 
He deserted from_the 
Russian ship Gornistay at Vallejo in 1877 or 
’78, and was concerned there in a theft. 
A beut one year and a half ago he shot and 
stabbed a man of about his own low type 
of character on Clay street, near the wharf, 
San Francisco, receiving therefor a light 
punishment. 
A fter th at he was kicked 
out of the premises of M r. Rothenstein, G35 
Clay street, because of certain sanguinary 
threats he had uttered. 
W hen the narrator 
saw him in the jail yesterday the prisoner de 
nied having ever met him before. Afterward 
he recognized him. siying : ■“ W hat do you 
come here for? Do yc.u want to bang me?” 
On the way to the County Ja il Raten ad­ 
m itted having seen Rothenstein here some 
six weeks ago, but denied having been at any­ 
time an ininete of the State Prison, as has 
been charged. 
The prisoner on the way to 
the jail was much excited, and spoke cf R oth­ 
enstein as attem pting to “ cut his body aud 
suck bis blood.” 
THE MILITARY GUARD. 
Colonel T. W . Sheehan, under order from 
the Governor, which came through the recu­ 
lar m ilitary channel, made the following 
detail last night for the protection of the 
County J a i l : 
Ten men from Company G 
aud ten from Company A ; 
and placed 
them 
under 
the

J . F. Dalton. 
A Gatling gun was placed 
in ths Sheriff's office, iu a position where it 
could command all the entrances to the 
County Jail. 
The men were stationed inside 
the offices connecting with the jail, in posi­ 
tions where they could repel any attack that 
could be made. 
A guard of four men were 
kept on the outside. 
Ia this connection it should he stated that 
the m ilitary guard was placed Tuesday night, 
as it was last night, by application being 
made to Brigadier General .T. F. Sheehan by 
the local civil officials. 
H e in turn com­ 
municated the call to the Governor as Com- 
mander-iu Chief, and through Adjutant-G en­ 
eral Backus the Governor gave the necessary 
order to the brigade commander, aud he in 
turn to the regimental commander, who. in 
his turn reported to the civil authorities with 
the required guard.

for some time yet. and th at it will he unwise 
to leave it under the ordinary Sheriff’s guard, 
as the feeling against the assassin is as hot as

is hanged speedily.

COBONEK’S INQUEST.

Graves, and saw Raten with a pistol in his 
hand, pointed at Mr. Lansing. 
M r. Lansing 
said “ Don't shoot,” and as he said so Raten 
shot him in the left side. 
Mr. Lansing put 
his hands on his left side and saiJ, “ I am 
shot.” 
lie turned around once or twice, 
walked one or two steps in the direction 
where ltatcn 
was 
going, 
and 
returned 
and 
walked into his yard. 
When shot 
Lansing was about four feet from Raten. 
Raten 
passed 
the 
yard 
gate 
before 
Lansing came out. 
W hen he did come 
out he ran 
several stein toward Raten. 
W hen near W ilson’s stable Raten stopped. 
Turned around, and drawing a pistol pointed 
it at Lansing. As he did so Lansing threw up 
one of his hands, as if in fear, and said, 
“ Don’t 
shoot.” 
A fter 
shooting, 
Raten 
walked and afterward ran down the alley 
to Third street and turned toward L street, 
and at the corner of Third and I. he turned 
and walked up L street, where he was soon 
captured by Messrs. Stephens, Brannigan 
aud others. 
W hen captured be said that 
the other feliow had tried to shoot him 
(Raten) 
As Raten came out of the alley 
and reached the sidewalk, 1 saw him throw 
what I thought to be a pistol ovér the fence. 
J . W. Wilson sworn, says : Monday after­ 
noon, about 4:30 o’clock, I was standing in 
the door of my stable. I noticed two or three 
men passing by, gomg toward Fourth street. 
Right in front of M r. Lansing’s hotel they 
stopped, and I at first thought they were sky­ 
larking. 
I noticed Raten jum p toward the 
outside of the sidewalk. 
About the same 
instant I saw Raten aim the pistol at some 
one and discharge it. 
Oae of the parlies 
broke and ran toward Fourth street, llaten 
following him and trying to again fire the 
pistol, which failed to be discharged. 
He 
ran ceros» 
the street diagonally, toward 
Hammer’s store. 
Raten followed him as tar 
as Fourth street, and then turned toward 
the right and ran toward L street. I and 
others followed bin: and called for the police. 
We ran him into the ailey betweeu K and L, 
Third and Fourth f treets. 
As he ran past 
Lan-ing’s back gate, Lansing walked out 
iato the alley ; walked toward him fifteen or 
twenty feet. 
Raten stopped, turned around 
and 
faced 
him, 
and shot 
almost in ­ 
stantly 
at 
Lansing, 
who 
at 
this 
time was about ten or twelve feet from 
him. 
I knew Lansing was struck, becau-o 
h • bert over and placed his hands upon his 
stomach. 
Raten went il-'wn the adey toward 
Third, turned down Third toward L street, 
and then up L street tow ard Fourth street, 
ai d when about fifty or sixty R et from the 
corner he was captured. 
Raten took delib­ 
erate aim and shot at Mr. Ltnsing in the 
aiiey. 
Peter Leonard gworn, savs : 
I live on M 
street, between Fourth and Fifth, and I help 
my f ather, who works for the H ealth Officer. 
L ast Monday, about 4:30 or 5 o’clock, I was 
on Fourth, between K end L streets. 
Saw a 
crowd running down Fourth street.^ I saw 
Raten captured. 
As they were taking him 
up Third street, I followed, and f ound this 
pistol iu the gutter on the east side of Third, 
between K and L streets, in front of the 
shoemaker’s shop. 
I t was full cocked. 
I 
gave it to Chief of Police Karcher. 
R. S. Frazae sworn, siy s: 
I am a police 
officer. 
Knew Jam es Lansing in his life­ 
time. 
H e was a native of Lansingburg, 
Rensselaer county, New York. 
H e was aged 
56 years. 
Dr. G. L. Simmons, being sworn, states 
that he was called to attend Jam es Lansiug 
on Monday, April 10, 1882, about 5 o’clo ck 
P. m. 
Found him lying in his r o o m a t th e 


International H otel on K street, and suffer­ 
ing great agony from the effects of a pistol 
shot wound in the abdomen. 
A Per an ex­ 
amination and consultation with Drs. W hite 
and Balo win I told him of the serious nature 
of his injury, and advised him to settle his 
affairs. 
Soon afterwards he made an ante- 
mortem statem ent before Judge H enry and 
C ity A ttorney Anderson. 
H e lived about 
twer.ty-five hours 
after being 
wounded, 
and this afternoon, April 12th, ia th e presence 
of Drs. Nelson, Tyrrell. Briggs, Lane, W hite, 
Baldwin, Brune and Davis I made a p st 
mortem examination of his body. 
Found 
th at a pistol ball had entered his abdomen, 
about two and a half inches below the paint 
of the breast bane and one and a quarter 
inches to the left of the median line : from 
thence -it had patsed obliquely inwards and 
downwards toward the right, through the 
transverse colon and also through the smaller 
intestines (known as the jejunum), and re­ 
entered ths abdominal wall, on the rightside, 
two inches below and behind tue point of the 
last rib, where I cut it out from just beneath 
the skin. 
The abdominal cavity was filled 
with bloody serum and the products cf recent 
inflammation, and in the opinion of all the 
physicians present at the autopsy the wound 
was necessarily a fatal one. 
The verdict of the jury was in accordance 
with the facts, and charged R aten with 
m urder.

Orphan Asylum Association, M rs. Hobby, 
the Secretary, presented the fifth annual 
report. 
From this it is learned th at the work 
of the Society proceeds quite satisfactorily, 
and th at tho field for it is enlarging still. 
The utm ost effort has been made to carry on 
the Asylum by the best system and with tl 
utm ost economy. 
The Society believes tha' 
it has the respect and support of the whole 
community and that it is doing an exceeding 
good work. 
A t the beginning of the official 
Society year they bad S9 children in the Asy­ 
lum. 
D uring the year 87 were admitted. 
Thus 
176 
were cared 
for. 
Of 
these, 
44 
have 
been 
returned 
to 
friends, 
11 placed in good situations, 2 ran away and 
1 died. 
There remain 122—51 are girls and 
65 hoys. 
The asylum school is prosperous, 
and has an average attendance of 65. Typhoid 
fever prevailed to some extent in the asylum 
in December and November, 1881, otherwise 
the health there has been excellent. 
The 
utm ost cleanliness is required, and the diet is 
carefully observed. 
Children ara received 
without distinction from all parts of the 
State, but, a3 a rule, and except in very- 
urgent cazos, nona under 2 years of age are 
taken. 
The Directors have now many bright 
and promising children, for whom they de­ 
sire good homes. 
Credit is doe the matron 
for her efficiency and the effort she makes to 
rule the asylum wisely aud kindly—and in 
this she succeeds. 
The assistants are com­ 
plimented also. 
The receipts for the year have been $10,­ 
501 57, as follows : Received from the State, 
$6,129 6 5 ; annual subscriptions, 878 50 ; 
m onthly subscription, $1.792 ; contributions, 
$1,954 05 ; donations, $245 57 ; rent of school 
building, $77 ; a rt gallery benefit, $206 80; 
sundries, $18. 
Acknowledgment of favors 
and aid are made to Lyon & Barnes and 
Mr. and Mrs. C. M. Frodger, D r. W . IV. 
Light and H. J . Cooksley. 
The people are 
urged to visit the asylum and witness its 
workings. 
The people have been very liberal 
in contributions, and hearty acknowledgment 
is made therefor. 
B ut little has been done iu the way of im­ 
proving and ornamenting the buildings and 
grounds. 
More is needed to be done in that 
way.

O ut—W h at It Is All A hout 


There is a large-sized war in progress over 
in W ashington—the town opposite this city. 
The railroad grade cuts through the town 
east and west. 
A t intervals it is pierced by 
a long opening—say 8C0 feet—and it is 
spanned by trestle work. 
Through this open­ 
ing the water from the old levee breaks 
above and north of the town would find its 
way. 
People live both above and south of 
the grade. 
The people on the south pro­ 
cured, some time ago, an order of the Board 
of Supervisors of Yolo county for the erec­ 
tion of a bulkhead along the north side of the 
grade, and which closes the trestle at Fourth 
street. 
This most of the people on the north 
resisted, but they were defeated and the 
bulkhead 
was 
erected 
for 
some 
two 
blocks. 
The north-enders say they were 
willing to have the obstruction erected just 
below the breaks in order to turn the water 
out into the tules, but the south-endcrs 
objected—though this they deny em phat­ 
ically. 
The bulkhead’s effect is to check the 
free passage of the w ater and make it con­ 
siderably higher on the north side than it oth­ 
erwise would be, while on the south side the 
lots are dry and the water runs off through 
more distant openings below the town. 
The 
people on the north are, as a consequence, 
“ washed out of house and home,” to put 
it Btrongly. 
Yesterday a 
delegation of 
women visited 
this office to state their 
case. 
They 
were 
nerth-enders. 
They 
told a pitiful story 
of 
the destruction 
of their homes and possessions. If, said they, 
the openings were free, the water would not 
irk such disastrous effects upon our prop- 
y. 
We want our case fairly put before 
e public. 
Of course, if the bulkhead was 
removed, some water would run on the back 
lots on the eouth side, and fill the lower 
streets ; hut we are all taxed alike there, a d 
we claim all should share the damage alike, 
A little water on many is not so bad sb all ot 
it on a few, 
As it is, a current and lake is 
created, th at has damaged us thousands cf 
dollars, and our homes ara well-nigh ruined. 
The husbands of some of these ladies went 
before the Board of Supervisors last week 
at W oodland, and an order was made a3 fel­ 
lows : “ Ordered th at the Roadmaster of 
District No. 
1 
remove 
obstructions on 
Fourth street, in the tewn of W ashington. ’ 
Yesterday, Bay the north-sidere, ivjadmcs- 
ter D. O. E ntrican appeared on the ground, 
armed with a broken shovel, with which to 
dig up the bulkhead and let the Wattr 
through. 
A t the same time there appear: d 
on the grade a large number cf south side 
residents, mostly women. 
They surrounded 
the Roadmaster and bade him desist. 
H e 
made a faint show of going on with the work, 
when one lady stepped out aud took his hand, 
whereat all the suuth-enders set up a cheer. 
The man then began to scratch on the ground 
a little with his shovel, when the women 
again surrounded him and began to pull him 
this way and that, and in the scrimmage, 
which to the north-ender women Beemed but 
a farce, tho broken shovel of the Roadmaster 
Etruck the ground, acd the blade turned up 
on the handle, and so the officer, having his 
guns spiked, capitulated and marched aw .y 
amidst the hurras cf the south-enders. 
The 
north-side people further aver th at the south- 
enders have stood guard over the bulkhead 
with shot-guns night ar.d day, aud th at one 
lady went bo far as to load a gun and come 
out, declaring Bhe’d spill all her blood and all 
of the precious fluid of any north-ender who 
dared to touch the bulkhead. 
The north- 
enders say that they are law-abiding ; they 
wish to do no one any harm ; neither do they 
th k k anyone should do them harm. 
They 
have the law on their side now. and mean to 
have it enforced. 
They say th at the South­ 
end psople have gone so far as to threaten to 
mob north-enders who took a prom inent part 
in securing the last order of the Board of Su­ 
pervisors. 
A representative of the R ecord-U nion 
visited the battle ground yesterday, and in­ 
terviewed prominent representatives of both 
Bides. 
Tha south-enders adm it th at they 
have defended the bulkhead, aud avow their 
intention to continue to da so. 
Some forty 
south end womrn did assemble yesterday and 
resist the lloadm aater, and took his shovel 
from him and threw it into deep water. 
I t 
was not broken. 
There was no farce played 
—it was dead and alive earnest business, and 
the Road Overseer knew it well. 
Xo men 
interfered. 
The women are quiet, deter­ 
mined, and declare they will tight and defend 
their homes. 
They point out th at the bulk­ 
head was erected under authority r.f the Su­ 
pervisors ; th at it cost the people $800 ; that 
the people are all poor and can not afford to 
thus lose the investm ent benefits. They point 
out that to open the bulkhead would lower 
the still water from one foot to fourteen 
inches on the north side, but in its place a 
strong current would be created th at would 
do double 
tho 
damage the still 
water 
does. 
T hat 
to 
open 
the 
bulkhead 
will 
flood a large 
number 
cf 
homes 
south of the g rad e; th at the repealing 
order 
of 
the Supervisors was 
procured 
through m isrepresentation; that tho Super­ 
visor from D istrict Xo. 1 (W ashington) fought 
against, and resisted the rep ea l; th at Mr. 
Fumes», a north-ender, has been threatened 
because he brought about the repeal; that 
not all of the north-enders favor cutting 
tho bulkhead, but a num ber agree th at it 
would result in greater damage than ever, 
by inducing a swift and nearer in-shore cur­ 
rent ; that of the taxable property nine- 
tenths in value is located south of the bulk­ 
head ; that the bulkhead now protects the 
largest and 
best 
part of 
the 
town ; 
that 
the 
north - enders 
resisted 
the 
building 
of 
the 
bulkhead above town 
and below the breaks, as was first intended, 
and finally th at the south enders will never 
permit the bulkhead to be opened, and will 
guard it night and day with weapons, and de­ 
fend their property with their lives if need 
be. 
They seem to be in earnest, and if any­ 
one doubts it, a visit to the battle-ground will 
convince to the contrary. 
The reporter saw 
th at on the north all the lots are flooded, and 
th at the water has done abont all the damage 
it can. 
On the south all is dry, gardens are 
in bloom, alfalfa is two feet high in the fields, 
the borne: are numerous and well-built, the 
r eople 
are 
industrious, 
have 
beautified 
their 
places, 
and 
Beem 
to 
be 
deeply 
attached to the town. 
In fact, W ashing­ 
ton 
is 
a 
much prettier 
village 
than 
most Sacramentaos suppose it is, when its 
frequent fi >odings are recalled. 
The women 
on the battle-ground yesterday were lady­ 
like, respectful, not loud of speech, seemed 
to thoroughly understand tho situation, and 
were proud in the realization th at they were 
masters of the field. 
If they had weapons 
they were concealed. 
They keep a strong 
guard on the bulkhead, ard if any masculine 
biped thinks it safe to cut th at work, after 
looking at the Amazonia» guards, he is 
braver than most men. 
The husbands of 
these women are mostly employed in Sacra­ 
mento, and hence it is th at they take rare of 
the enemy by day. 
The reporter saw some 
north-enders who agreed with the south-end­ 
ers, and said th at to open the bulkhead will 
do them more damage than to keep it closed. 
The reason of the retreat of the Roadmaster 
yesterday is explainer by the faet th at he 
was arrested on complaint of south-enders for 
destroying their property. 
H e was taken be­ 
fore Justice Buckingham and allowed to go 
on his own recognizance. 
The Overseer took 
no side, and both parties speak well of him. 
He did his best to get a posso to assist him 
in cutting the bnlkhead, but all refused to 
aid him, and he found th at one man against 
forty women, organized thoroughly and with 
leaders and officers, stood no show, and so he 
has retired to his home, eight miles up-river, 
to m editate on tho wondrous will of woman 
when once she makes up her mind.

G ram m ar School, he entered, In his eighteenth 
year, th e financial house of D rew , R obin­ 
son & Co , w here he exhibited such industry 
and executive ability, th a t, on the expira­ 
tion of tw o years, he was offered a p artn er­ 
ship. 
T be 
close 
confinem ent, 
however, 
having 
begun 
to 
prey 
od 
his 
h e a lth ; 
and the Com m odore having bought 
him 
seventy-five acres of unim proved land rn 
S taten Island, he a t once took his young wife 
there, and set to w ork w ith such skill and en­ 
ergy th a t he n o t only cleared the seventy-five 
acres, b u t soon had a larger tra c t purchased, 
and 350 acres under crop. 
S hortly after this period, the S taten Island 
R ailroad 
C om pany 
becam e 
em barrassed, 
when M r. V an d erb ilt and his uncle Jacob 
entering the m anagem ent, relieved the road of 
its difficulties. 
T he experience acquired here 
gave him such an insight into railroad affairs, 
and so advanced him in the opinion of certain 
capitalists and stockholders, th a t, in 1864, he 
was elected V ice-P resident of the N ew Y ork 
and H arlem , and, in 1866, of the H udson 
R iver line, w hich under his m anagem ent be­ 
cam e so prosperous th a t he w as unhesi­ 
tatin g ly recognized as not only a railroad 
m anager of profound know ledge and expe­ 
rience, b u t w orthy the confidence of the Com ­ 
m odore to th e fullest extent. _ _ 
H e has m ade various visits to E urope, 
where he has purchased num erous w orks of 
a rt for the adornm ent of his hom e on this 
side of the A tlan tic. 
H is charities and pub­ 
lic sp irit are r o t unw orthy his vast w ealth, 
although he doss n o t seem to court notoriety 
through these channels. 
M r. V an d erb ilt is now 60 years of age, and 
is still hale and active. 
H e looks upon the 
present railroad w ars w ith the greatest com ­ 
placency, observing sim ply th a t th ey are not 
his wars.
